LONDON, May 9.—In connection with the 
controversy over the publication of Carlyle’s 
Reminiscences, Froude writes the Times as 
follows: The memoirs of the late Mrs. Car- 
lyle and the collection of her letters which 
Carlyle had partially prepared for publication 
are my personal property They were given to 


me, and I am the sole judge as to what parts 
should be printed. The memoir is published 
and the letters will be. I decline to allow any 
sersons, whether friends of the late Mr. Car- 
yle or me, to be associated with me in the dis- 
charge of a trust which belongs exclusively to 
myself. The remaining papers which Iwas 
directed to return to Mrs. Alexander Carlyle 
when I had done with them, I will restore at 
once to any responsible person she may em- 
power to receive them.“

LONDON, May 9.— dispatch from Constan- 
tinople says: It is now evidentthe main ob- 
ject of the inquiry into the death of the Sultan 
Abul Aziz was to prevent any future combina- 
tion of men who deposed Abdul Aziz and not 
toestablish the truth regarding the manner 
of hisdeath. Numerous arrests among the 
military have been made. 

The battalion which arrived to depose Abdul 
Aziz has been broken up and the officers sent 
to distant posts. It is believed there will be no 
public trial of the accused but they will be qui- 
etly exiled. It is reported Mahomed Domad 
Pasha bas already been sent away on a man of 
war which left the Bosphorus under sealed or- 
cers.

Stanley Matthews’ Nomination 
Adversely Reported by 
the Committee. 


The Meaning of Kellogg's Resolution 
Conkling and His Friends — Senate 
Confirmations — Gossip. 


Political News. 

WASHINGTON, May 9.—The Senate Judiciary 
Committee reported to the Senate in exeeutive 
session the nomination of Stanley Matthews 
adversely, but action was postponed until to- 
morrow, as the Republican Senators wanted 
to go into caucus. 


No action has yet been taken on Pardee’s 
nomination. 

Kellogg submitted a resolution to-day calling 
for a complete list ot allofticial employes in tne 
Executive Departments of the Government, 
when each employe was appointed and by 
whom recommended. The object of the reso- 
lution is explained to be to find out which 
States have more than their quota of Federal 
oftices and which have less, with a view of 
giving the latter their due. 

Senator Brown,in a recent speech, presente 
figures showing the number of persons in tha 
departments, and that but very few, far less 
than they are entitled to, are from the South- 
ern States. It is stated that thousands of let- 


ters have been received from 
Southern Republicans, asking if 
Brown’s statements were correct, 


endif so that the Southern Republicans get 
their share of patronage. Most of these letters 
have come to Kelloggs, and the inquiries are 
specially from colored Republicans. Kellog 
has made some inquiries, and Brown anc 
other Southern Senators have promised to 
assist in getting for the South its share of 
patronage, saying they would rather 
see Southern Republicans in office than Repub- 
licans from other sectionsjof the country. On 
the part of those who are pushing the resolu- 
tion itis declared thatthe number of persons 
appointed from and living in the North are 
eharned tn the appointment lists of deputies 
tothe South; that Louisiana has twenty-two 
appointinents, eleven of whom were never 
in the State. Kellogg willcall up the resolu- 
tion and insist upon a vote to-morrow. Some 
Senators would rather not see the resolution 
acopted. but whether they will vote against it 
is doubtful.

THE MOUNTAIN MESSIAH. 


The Kentucky Preacher Who Imitates 
the Humble Nazarine. 
From the Cleveland Herald, May 2. 

A religious excitement has broken out 
among the mounmins of Southwestern Kan- 
tucky. A new Messiah has made his appear- 
ance among the moonshiners and roush 
mountsineers, and at his preaching “their 
hearts ate stirred as the trees are stirred by 
the storm.“ Miracles are wrought, the sick 
are bealed by anointing and prayer, and 
other wonders attend the preachings and 
quinistrations of the Kentucky evangelist. 

Rev. George O. Barnes, the mountain evan- 
yelist, is a regularly educated and ordained 
minister of the Presbyterian church, now in 
the fifty-fifth vear of his age, and who has 
for twenty-seven years been a preacher of the 
Gospel. He was prepared for the ministry at 
Princeton, emerging from that institu- 
tion well equipped with a knowl- 
edge of Greek, Hebrew, Sanscrit 
and several modern languages. For 
seven years after his ordination he was a 
missionary in Hindoostan, where his health 
failed and he returned tothe United States, 
with constitution seriously impaired. When 
sufiiciently recovered he took charge ofa 
ehureb at Stanford, Ky., and preached ac- 
ceptably for nearly eight vears, but gave no 
sign of unusual powers. Toward the close of 
his connection with the Stanford Church his 
preacking became somewhat erratic. The 
(ers ssid he was shaky on doctrinal points 
and remonstrated with him. His response 
was adcclarstion from tue pulpit that the 
devil bad got out of bis own territory into 
that of tie Chureh; that he had crept iuto the 
hymn }ochs, into faise translations of the 
Bille. inte the Catechism and even into the 
Articles of Faith. The Presbytery rebuked 
him end be withdrew in disgust. In October, 
1871, be left his Stanford church telling bis 
congregation he did so without a dollar in 
the world, but with faith in God.’’ Some of 
his Hock offered to build aa independent 
church, but he refused. A Stanford man who 
bad remove ito Chicago and became wealthy 
induced him to remove to that city. He built 
A ape in which Mr. Barnes preached. An 
offer was made to the preacher of the chureh, 
With» furnished residence and $4,900 a vear, 
for Which he was to preach two sermons a 
month. That startled him, and he literally 
“fod tothe mountains’? to escape Leinpia- 
tion. 5 
At the beginning of IS7@he eommenced his 
work as a mountain evangelist, poor, in 
delicate health, and with no othercomp:nions 
than his wife and daughter. His Chicago 
friend sent him several checks of M0 cach, with 
the assurance that he would have one each 
mouth aslonguas both lived. He sent the 


money back and refused «li nid from his for- 


mer fricuds and associates. Ile would trust 
everything to God.“ His throat was weak, 
but he “trusted to God,“ and for four years 
anda alf has preached uninterruptedly two 
scrinons every day, withthe resultof strength- 
ening instead of destroving his voice, although 
at every preaching he violates all the rules for 
vocal preservation. He bought a small reed 
Organ, Which is plaved by his daugbter, who 
also teucs the singing.

There are no“ new processes“ for harden- 
ing steel, no ‘‘iatest processes“ that burg- 
lars possess a special knowledge of. The 
wondrous ‘‘tool’? that draws together iron 
bars that protect windows—consisting of “‘a 
couple of screws with projections“ —is quite 
an unnecessary burden for a thief to carry, 
for mest of the iron bars are the veriest shams 
in existence: easily removed by drawing a 
few wood screws so that the whole grating 
could be carried off in 10 minutes. If it were 
of anv value, it would be in many instances. 
Where the bars are nok let into the stone Alls, 
as they sometimes are, it is an easy task to 
wrench them loose. Matters that look formi- 
dabie to a person unfamiliar with the subject 
are of no importance to experts.

The Mesachusetts Legislature seems never 
to tire of worrving men who drink anything 
stronger than water.

How They Will be Selected in the Future— 
The Law. 


The Grand Jury for the May term ofthe 
Criminal Court, to be chosen next Monday, 
will be the last convened in the manner in 
which those bodies have heretofore been se- 
lected. In hisinstructions tothe Grand Jury 
ofthe January term Judge Laughlin asked 


that the subject of selecting Grand Ju 2 be 
looked into. It was a great responsibility and 
left too much Ower in the 
hands of one man, who if corrupt could do in- 
calculable wrong with the power invested in 
him. He said thatthere should be some better 
mode than to have the Judgeof the Criminal 
Court select that important — without any 
restrictions whatever. The jury in its final re- 
port submitted the following suggestions: That 
the five Circuit judges and Judge of the Crim- 
inal Court convened in general term select 600 
names from the lists furnished them by the 
Jury Commissioner. These names are to be 
— in a separate wheel and from this the Jury 

Jjommissioner was to select twenty-four names 
and forward them to the Judge of the Criminal 
Court. From this number the twelve Grand 
Jurymen are to be selected. The General As- 
sembly incorporatec these suggestions in an 
act which was passed and will go into effect in 
a few weeks. The Grand Jury for the May term 
will be selected by Judge Laughlin, but this 
will be the last.

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BAD SEWAGE. 


The Sanitary Office Flooded With Reports 
of Vault Nuisances. 

The recent floods have left a legacy of im- 
perfect sanitation in St. Louis which is more 
than apt to furnish a fat harvest for the grim 
reaper. The Board of Health has become 
thoroughly alarmed upon the subject and has 
one the co-operation of the 
Police Board in 2 more thoroughly 
and accurately than has hitherto been the 
rule. Stringent orders have been issued to the 
police officers to report all nuisances to the 
sanitary officer, Dr. Homan. The result has 
been a deluge of reports of flooded sewers, 
filthy water closets and disease- breeding 
yards, which are confined to no portion 
of the town, and which will undoubtedly run 
up the city’s death rate wonderfully. On 
Friday thirty nuisances were reported; on 
Saturday thirty. Upto noon to-day 120 were 
tiled and Dr. Homan expects that the balance 


aday. This isan alarming condition, as it 
shows that the sewage of the water front es- 
pecially, but of the whole town partly, is very 
defective and dangerous. The filthy condi- 
tion of the vaults is peculiarly 
favorable to the spread and sustenance of the 
long catalogue of zymotic diseases, although 
imperfect sewage makes every disease more 
malignant. Theprocessin the case of each 
nuisance is this: The health officer ascertains 
the truth of the report and serves the owner of 
the property witha notice to abate the nuis- 
ance. If this is not done the party 
may be proceeded against in the Police Court, 
where continuance and appeal and all other 
vexatious delays may be resorted to by the de- 
fendant. Inthe meantime the vault may go 
on breeding pestilence and tainting a whole 
neighborhood with the germs of tvphus and 
scarlet fever and helping out the cerebro- 
spinal meningitis in its deadly work, and no 
one has power to abate it. 

The Health Board mean to make extraordin- 
secure a better sanitantion 
of the town, Mayor Ewing be- 
ing especially. anxious that this 
shall be done. In the event of a recur- 
rence of the yellow fever scare of two years 
ago, the city would be at the mercy of the epi- 
demic.
